2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As cited in 
applicant's arguments submitted on 03/14/2006, Independent claims 1 and 13 require 
that a first endpoint generates a first timestamp and a second timestamp. 

The second timestamp is generated by said first endpoint by being played by said first 
endpoint at that moment in time, the second timestamp corresponds to data samples 
from the second endpoint. 

The second endpoint also generates two timestamps that is to be recorded, similarly to 
the above. 

The prior art of record teaches having a first and second timestamp sent and 
recorded that were generated by their respective endpoints but does not teach, both 
endpoints generating a first and second timestamp. whereby one of the timestamps is 
generated by playing the data samples from the other endpoint at that moment in time. 
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As detailed by the applicant in his arguments, this novel approach effectively records 
four channels of IP voice data utilizing only two actual channels.
